Yesterday we visited this institu- 
tion and were shown through the 
different departments by Mr. John 
Nichols the polite Superintendent.

TRE BYSINESS OFFICE, 
here every thing is neat and shows 
system and good business qualities, 
Mr. Nichols keeps a record of all the 
pu} ils, giving their names, cause of 
disease, time of entrarce, post office, 
nearest R, R. Depot, &e., he also 
keeps a seperate morey account with 
each pupil, everything to itself and 
yet so simple, that even the children 
can understand them. While in the 
office we were shown some beosutiful 
beadwork, consisting of Itttle bas- 
Kets, chairs, tables, &c., made by the 
blind children; a remarkable thing 
about this work is that they are dif. 
ferent colors, everything straight and 
in a line, each of the little diamond 
speces has the same number cf 
beads all through, the work would 
be a good piece for those to do that 
are not blind. Leaving the oftice 
we go into the 
MATTRESS FACTORY, 
Here you'find straw  shuck, cotton 
and fibre mxttress’ of all kinds and 
of the best workmanship. The fibre 
mattress is better thao the hair, 
being more duratle and of be‘ter 
softness. Mr, Mince, the principal 
matress maker is perfectty blind, 
and puts up the best work we ever 
saw. While there we were shown a 
SHUCK SPLITTING MACHINE. 
This is the iuvention of one of the 
blind pupils, Mr. Walter MeCurry, 
of McDowell county, and shows good 
mechanical ingenuity. It is used in 
splitting the hard shucks preparatory 
to working them up, it works well 
and doe3 it eff-ctually, and 


can also be used in cutting up food 


BROOM FACTORY. 
Here you find 8 or 10 bands putting 
up brooms, as good and many, far 
better than torthern work, the 
brooms are sold in this city and many 
of them are sent offtbrough the State.
